The OT AG/MONG Field Support Program supports the operations and maintenance of the Missouri National Guard readiness centers and associated grounds. The MONG 
operates 59 readiness centers in 54 locations; the average age of these facilities is in excess of 43 years with 56% being over 40 years of age. These military facilities 
are state-owned and require recurring funding to support readiness center operations, utilities, building, grounds maintenance and custodial requirements. Adequate 
Field Support program funding is critical to ensure members of the Missouri National Guard have adequate facilities to conduct daily operations, training, store, and 
maintain associated military equipment.
